Mindoro  is  a major  island  just  south  of  Luzon,  the 
main  island  of  the  Philippines.  The  landings  there  repre- 
sent an  advance  in  force  across  the  full  breadth  of  the 
archipelago. 

A Tokio  broadcast.  j'ecorded  by  the  Federal  Communi- 
cations Commission,  said  Friday  that  a -powerful"  Allied 
i convoy  had  steamed  into  the  Sulu  Sea  and  that  another 
landing  in  the  Philippines  apparently  was  imminent.  Min- 
doro Island  is  at  the  north  of  the  Sulu  Sea,  just  south  of 
Luzon,  which  has  been  swept  heavily  this  week  by  United 
States  carrier  aircraft. 

The  Mindoro  landing  was  the  second  amphibious  oper- 
ation by  Gen.  MacArthur's  forces  in  the  Philippines  this 
month.

If  Esquimalt  remains  a Royal  Canadian  i 
Navy  base,  and  we  have  yet  to  hear  to  the 
contrary,  that  would  be  one  reason  why  the  I 
military  command  should  remain  here,  where 
it  has  been  ever  since  the  creation  of  Military 
District  No.  I ! itself.  It  would  seem  idle 
in  this  day  and  age  to  place  naval  commands 
in  one  place,  army  commands  in  another,  and  j 
air  force  commands  in  a third  location.  We 
agree  with  the  general  that  these  things 
should  be  together — but  we  say  that  Victoria 
is  the  place  for  them,  rhe  capital  of  this 
Province 

That  is  not  parochialism,  but  history.  A 
very  early  military  record  in  the  Canadian 
West  was  the  arrival,  of  the  sappers  of  the 
Royal  Engineers  at  Victoria,  on  their  way  to 
Sapperton.  Esquimalt  was  a Royal  Navy 
base  in  the  Nineteenth  Century.  The  Eifth 
Regiment,  C.G.A.,  had  a history  predating 
that  of  the  South  African  war.  Victoria  has 
been  a naval  and  a garrison  town  for  a good 
many  decades  with  interruption.  If.  as  is 
said.  Work  Point  Barracks  is  to  be  continued 
and  enlarged,  then  a further  reason  w ill  apply 
why  military  headquarters  in  a peacetime 
establishment  in  British  Columbia  should 
remain  here,  where  it  has  always  been.

I rom  a military  standpoint,  the  battle  in 
the  West  promises  little  but  the  fiercest  of 
fighting  throughout  the  Winter  months.  In 
that  time  the  Allies  hope  to  win  their  way 
through  the  outer  dcfcm.es  of  the  Cicrman 
border  and  to  be  fully  on  the  line  of  the 
Rhine  before  the  return  of  g»od  weather, 
when  air  power  will  be  at  its 'most  effective 
peak.  Four  Allied  Armies  are  now  on  Ger 
man  soil,  and  two  others  are  holding  firm 
anchors  in  the  north  and  the  south  on  ihe 
Western  Front 

From  the  character  of  rhe  fighltng  on  the 
northern  Italian  front  it  seems  clear  that  the 
Allies  there  are  determined  to  have  rhe  Valley 
of  the  Po,  without  waiting  for  the  Spring 


The  Germans  have  been  hard  pressed  on  the 
Adriatic,  and  further  losses  there  might  mean 
for  them  the  unhinging  of  their  whole 
Italian  front.  The  enemy's  resistance  there 
is  again  a measure  of  desperation  with  which 
he  sees  the  circle  being  drawn  tighter  and 
tighter  about  his  homeland — a sign  of  the 
day  when  Germans  can  retreat  no  longer, 
their  backs  to  the  wall. 

Action  on  the  Eastern  Front  has  been  only 
sketchily  reported  in  the  last  few  weeks.  It 
is  obvious,  however,  that  our  Russian  Allies 
have  forced  the  pact  vigorously  over  an  ex-

It  is  curious  that  while  much  of  the  world 
is  pre  occupied  by  minor  differences  and 
lesser  wars,  the  real  war  is  being  pressed  to 
its  most  favorable  position  upon  our  side  in 
more  than  five  years  The  United  Nations 
hold  not  only  the  initiative,  but  also  they 
are  in  position  to  assemble  whatever  force 
will  be  necessary  to  close  out  the  enemy  when 
the  proper  moment  arrives.  Their  lines  of 
supply  are  open  and  secure.  Their  factories 
are  untouched.  Their  manpower  is  coming 
to  its  highest  peak.  Their  weapons  are 
proving  a match,  and  more  than  a match,  for 
the  enemy. 

Never  was  there  a time  when  the  home 
front  in  each  free  land  should  back  up  that 
mighty  effort  with  everything  it  has  and  is. 

It  is  by  such  steps  that  victory  alone  can  come. 

Trained  Men 

This  is  not  a criticism,  but  a question.  Is 
Canada  right  in  seeking  the  dispersal  of 
trained  air  crews  into  other  lines  of  war  en-  j 
deavor  after  spending  upon  them  individually 
thousands  of  dollars  to  teach  them  to  fly'  | 
It  has  been  said  that  not  more  than  4,000 
young  Canadian  fledglings  are  concerned  all 
told,  Why  could  not  such  a force,  (rained 
and  highly  trained  as  it  is.  be  held  together 
and  seeded  into  the  air  end  of  rhe  war  effort 
as  and  when  opportunity  permits'  Would 
not.  for  instance.  Great  Britain  be  able  to  do 
something  with  and  something  for  these 
young  men.  everyone  of  whom  has  received 
specialized  air  training  1 

As  matters  stand  now.  the  country  sees . 
this:  air  crew  graduates  not  immediately  as- 
similated into  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force 
for  instructional  or  operational  duties  are 
being  released  on  extended  furlough  to  their 
homes.  They  are  being  turned  away  from 
flying,  directly.  At  home  they  read  pieces 
in  the  paper  suggesting  that  unwanted  air- 
crew personnel  can  volunteer  for  the  army, 
and  some  pieces  that  go  further  and  say  that 
some  may  yet  be  drafted  to  that  service.  It 
is  very  strange  reading,  "unwanted  air  crew  " 
'rhe  w'ar  is  not  won  yet  by  a long  shot.  It 
takes  a year  to  teach  a man  to  fly  in  the 
machines  of  today  Canada  has  a valuable 
reserve  in  these  very  young  men.  Should  it 
be  dispersed*  Even  if  the  war  ended  to- 
morrow. could  Canada  afford  to  throw  away 
the  money  expended  on  training  these  men' 
We  have  said  before  that  we  know  how  the 
surplus  in  trained  personnel  originated  Wc 
have  conceded  that  it  was  perhaps  unavoid- 
able The  sole  point  now  is  the  use  of  the 
men  so  trained,  and  now  to  be  given  no  out- 
let whatever  for  that  training  If  not  more 
than  4,000  personnel  arc  involved  why  can- 
not this  country  prospect  a little  to  see  if 
they  cannot  vet  be  worked  into  flying  duties 
at  some  point  in  the  war.  That  is  their  aim 
and  their  fondest  wish  One  does  not  like 
to  think  of  any  Canadian  grounded  as  soon 
as  he  has  been  taught  to  fly.  Eel  us  look  at 
the  answers  again.

lost  wages.
